When s 
Cressina was knocked down to F. D. Weir in llu* ' 
Graveseuil paddock last Septenilier Mr. Joyner re ’ 
marked: “There goes the cheapest ready-made race 
horse ever sold in this country. ” She came into 
tbe possession of E. J. Ramsey, her present owner, 
through the claiming process only last Saturday for 
$t.32f». Because of itlie many representations that 
the mare could not run well in the mud. he tried to ( 
persuade the stewards to excuse her, but this they 
Would not do and the ring, which was cognizant of 
the request, began to take great lilierties with 
Oesslna iu the betting, laving as high as 20 to 1 
in some cases. This temerity eost the layers a large 
piiui of money, one man alone, Benny Falk, indiig 
credited with a big winning. It was a luckily 
achieved victory* as Montgomery, the best horse iu 
the race, was seriously fouled and virtually removed 1 
at tbe start. He just failed to get up in a wonder- * 
fill effort. 

Despite the deceptive going, favorites held tlieir 
own, three of them in Madman. Bellwether ami Anna 
May getting borne in front. The two first named 
were at odds on. The victorious outsiders were 
Marion Rose, Oressina and Remember. It was a day 
of high class sport ami a great crowd was present. 

Three prominent candidates for tbe big Thanksgiv- 
ing Day stakes. Dandelion. Royal Tourist and lVm 
Enrique, worked lad ween races. While none of them 
was sent along at top speed tlieir work was of the 
most satisfying kind. Dandelion in particular striding 
along freely and powerfully over a track to which 
he is supposed! to be the -reverse of partial, fill 
dreth’s chief dependence in Thursday’s big rai*e. 
however, will be Montgomery, wlniHi is well in with 
118 pounds, and be is making strenuous efforts to 
induce It. L. Thomas to allow Shilling to remain 
over to ride him. It is not beyond tlie bounds of 
possibility that Dandelion may be shiivped down to 
Santa Anita at the last moment to try tor the 
Pomona Handicap, to lie decided there the same dav. 

Former jockey W. Knapp, at present in New York 
seeking reinstatement by the Jockey Club, tele 
graphs that he lias received positive assurances that 
favorable action will lie taken in bis ease by the 
etc wards at their uext meeting. Knapp is one of 
the most capable jockeys in the country ami very 
popular with tin* local race-going public. 

The stewards conducted an investigation into the 
running of Fireball on Saturday, without result as 
yet. 

AGNEW S VIEW OF THE DECISION. 

New York. Novemlier 24. — Senator George B. Ag 
new, one of tbe aulluors of the Hart-Agnew bills, 
today expressed himself as not in the least disturbed 
over the decision of tbe Appellate Division that oral 
betting was ant illegal under the new law. 

“Tbe decisiou is exactly In accordance with the 
stand I took during the hearings on the hills last 
winter.” said the senator. “At that time I declared 
that the Hart-Agnew bills did not prohibit oral 
wagers. 

“The remarkable th-ing about it was that while 
the lawyers for the ra<*e track interests. Mr. Auer- 
bach and otlH'cs. before the committee, asserted that 
the hills did prohibit oral betting, they since have 
attempted to get the ruling which the court has 
just made. They have lieen fighting vigorously for 
such a construction of the anti-gambling lulls.” 

“Will the law be strengthened?” Senator Agnew 
was asked. 

“I don’t know why. We did all that we wanted 
to last winter. Our figlit was against organized 
grind ding at the race tracks, and, as I understand 
the decision, it plainly slates tlia-t the statute con- 
templates the prohibition- of bookmaking. The bills 
accomplish: what we set out to do, and. although 
the race track people may set out to obscure the 
issue, as they did during the fight for tbe bills, 
the eonrt decision in itself upholds tbe laws.” 

“Do you tbiuk that the decision will bring about 
a revival of bookmaking T* 

“Certainly not. The decision has to do specifically 
with oral bets. au<l under it no one will dare to re- 
sume bookinaklng at tlw race tracks.”

l*e no reason why an unlimited nuuilier of bets 
can not Ik* made. Sifting it down, race track at tor 
ne.vs sav tlie whole situation hinges on what is tlie 
legal meaning of the words “bookmaker” aud “bet.” 
one of these* attorneys, in discussing the matter 
yesterday, said: 

“l think it will develop after some court pro- 
ceedings that if it is legal for two persons to make 
an oral wager and settle after a race in cash it is 
also legal to make some kind of private memoraii 
duni of tlie same. 1 cannot see how a man can is* 
charged with misdemeanor for recording a bet that 
is not illegal in the eyes of the law’. It is simply 
a common sense proposition, that is all. There is 
no reason why a memorandum of an oral wager can 
not Ik* made any more than it is a crime to jot down 
in your notebook tin* sale of a house or a piece of 
property. A man cannot lie convicted of a crime uu 
less In* is guilty. 

“With that point in view’ and considering the 
decisiou of the Apiiellate Division that two persons 
can make oral wagers and settle iu cash without 
committing a violation of the law uoIkmI.v with any 
sense at all will believe that a man who makes a 
record of such a transaction is guilty of a misde- 
meanor punishable by imprisonment for not more 
tliau one year. 

“in tin* Bisehoff decision which lias been sustained 
by the Appellate Division it is clearly pointed out 
that oral wagers are legal when not made by book 
makers or poolsellers. That raises the point which 
will settle tlie entire controversy one way or another. 
What is a bookmaker or poolseller? 

“Magistrate Ceismar over iu Bivniklyu rendered a 
decision not long ago which will probably Ik* passed 
upon in time by the highest court iu tlie state. 
Eighteen so-called lK*»kmakcrs were arraigned lie fore 
him charged with violating the law’ because they 
had 1 kk‘ 1 i accepting oral wagers at tlie race track. 
Magistrate Geismar finally discharged them all, at 
the same time declaring that a bookmaker was a 
man who stood in a fixed place, displayed odds on 
a slate or card, solicited business from all comers, 
accepted aud recorded cash wagers. Not one of tlu* 
eighteen bookmakers, so-called, had conducted busi- 
ness in this manner. They did not stand iu ‘fixed 
places’ at the track and displayed no odds. Neither 
I did they accept easli wagers nor recorded them. 

“If Magistrate Geisuiar’s ruling is sustained, 
therefore, racing will he conducted absolutely with 
out so called bookmaking, but there will be betting 
among individuals and men who were formerly lsxik 
npikcrs w’ill not be ineligible. They will be indi- 
viduals like other people aud will have equal privi 
leges. 

“Just what a bet is in the opinion of the court 
must be learned before another racing season. If no 
money is posted in the hands of a stakeholder it is 
my opinion that no hot Is made, for there is no way 
to collect the amount of the w’ager unless the loser 
consents to pay up. A ’stakeholder’ is in tlie same 
class with the ‘bookmaker* and ‘pools«*ller,’ so that 
if a man accepts cash w’agers promiscuously he may 
he charged w’ith violating the law’. 

“If it is decided that a man who accepts a wager 
cannot record it or have it recorded by a clerk, the 
courts may Ik* asked to pass on tlie question as to 
whether or not a ifian who mak«*s a cash bet can 
record his own wager ou a slip of paper or a card 
aud band it with the money to a so-called former 
bookmaker. 

“The Hart Agnew law’ as it stands prohibits ‘liook- 
makers,* so-called, from doing busiuess. but ac- 
cording to court decisions it does not prevent a man 
from making a bet. Then why shouldn’t a bettor 
make iiis own record of the wager without violating 
tbe law? 

“You s«*e there are a number of knotty questions 
which must Ik* solved, hut I believe that when things 
have been smoothed over you’ll find that race track 
patrons can hare plenty of leeway without getting 
into trouble. Just as soon as we find out what we 
can do at the race track without fear of arrest the 
oppression and persecution by county authorities and 
the police will cease. It was this oppression that 
kept people away from the tracks last summer and 
caused the various associations to lose thousands of 
dollars.” 

AN IMPOSTOR QUICKLY UNMASKED. 

San Francisco. Gal.. November 24. — It has devel- 
oped that, the youug man who has been posing about 
town during the last few days as Jockey Willie 
Martin is an impostor. Sam Hildreth, owner of the 



greatest racing stable at tlie Oakland track, whose 
name had been freely used by tlie pseudo jockey in 
connection with his avowed intention of resuming 
riding iu America, after au alleged engagement 
abroad, declared yesterday that he had no idea 
who the fellow could be. and that he had made 
ih>Ikh1.v any such proposition as tlie ItniHxdor had 
claimed-. 

The publication of the Impostor’s picture led to 
the exposure of ibe deception. Turfmen who saw 
it. ileclared without hesitation that there was not 
the least resemblance between the published picture 
and that of the real WilHe Martiu. Furthermore, 
it was learned from several who had seen Martin 
in the east duriug the last summer that “Jockey 
Bill.” as he is familiarly called 1 , had not been 
abroad at all. 

What the fellow’s object could he in representing 
himself as Willie Martin is not easy to figure out, 
hut the general belief is that he had some scheme 
in mind by which In* expected to turn his iiuposi 
tiou to aeeount. Although the fellow was careful 
uot to put iu an appearauee at the track, aud the 
case is uot one iu which the jockey club could be 
expected to take much interest, the jockey club 
management has put the matter into the bauds of 
the Pinkertous. Au effort will be made to locate 
aud prusucute the fellow, if it develops that he has 
engaged in any shady transaction.

WINTERING AT WASHINGTON 

MANY HORSES QUARTERED AT A TRACK THAT 
IS LOST TO RACING. 

John E. Madden, J. W. Colt and Chelsea Stable 
Among Those Patronizing the Course at 
the National Capital. 



Washington, D. C.. November 24. — The old Ben- 
niug track represents a scene of activity despite tlie 
fact That no racing was held here this fall and with 
little prospect of a meeting next spring. In late 
years many horsemen have found tlie course of the 
Washington Jca-key Club a particularly favorable 
one for exercising horses during the cold winter 
months and it is always iiossihic to give youngsters 
an early training start here. 'Hie track is sandy and 
of a character not easily affected by frost, so that 
many horses are daily exercised over it through 
the cold weather. John E. Madden wintered a string 
of his horses here several years ago as au experiment 
and the results were so satisfactory that each winter 
since has fiaind a majority of his horses stabled here. 
This year Madden lias thirty yearlings in training 
over the track, besides eight horses from his older 
division. 

J. W. Colt has liis string of jumpers quartered 
here for the winter under charge of Mike Daly. Iu 
the string are Thistledale. Prince of Pilseu. Charles 
G. Gates. Peep In. Reginald, Octopus, Irousides and 
the flat runner. Sal Volatile. Others that will join 
them shortly are Kara. Prince Hampton, Commodore 
Fontaiue, Percentage and two other green jumpers. 
The last-named ones are ou Mr. Colt’s farm, but will 
be turned over to Daly. 

It was at Benuiug that Daly fitted the horses of 
Mr. Colt for the liR»K season, in which they ac- 
quitted themselves so creditably. The cross country 
course of the Washington Jockey Club offers every 
op|M>rt unity for schooling aud it is ixissihle to seud 
tbe horses along moderately ail through the cold 
months. 

The Chelsea Stable always winters at Washington, 
and tills season the string is made up of Aster iFOr. 
Taboo, Spanish Prince, Cartwheel, Connaught Ran- 
ger, The Wrestler and teu yearlings. Prestou M. 
Burch, who handled! the stable with flocb success 
during the season, lias taken a varation. which he 
is spending in California. lie will l>e hack the latter 
part of December to take up the yearlings ami begin 
tlie process of molding them into race winners. 

J. A. Sykes has charge of the horses of Patrick 
Gallagher that are quartered here. Sykes was the 
man to develop that good little jumper. Tip Gallant. 
Those in his care at this time are Croydon. Andalu- 
sia and three yearlings timt will be fitted for au 
early start next spring. Tlie yearlings have all beeu 
going along exceedingly well, considering tlie season, 
and over the deep going here have shown quarters 
iu better than 20. 

J. S. Hoy’s horses «re another addition to the 
winter colony here. In the string which, trainer 
Purcell is handling are Ragman. Lady Karma aud 
a carload of yearlings purchased at tlie Sbeepsbead 
Bay sales. 

M. C. Kelly has charge of the stables of W. P. 
Burch and W. A. Chattier. In his care are teu 
yearlings, some of which have already attracted at- 
tention. Probably the best one in the stable is a 
half sister to S. C. Hildreth’s Duudeliou. She has 
shown pleuty of speed in her trials and gives promise 
of future usefulness. 

Col. W. H. Mosby’s horses are reported as doing 
exceedingly well. Iu this stable are Balhek, Brown 
Tony and a dozen yearlings. Colouel Mosby himself 
has gone to California with Dalton McCarthy, the 
jockey ou whom he holds a contract, and he will 
look after the intgfests of the lioy on the coast. 

The horses of Roy A. Rainey aud some of those 
that raced iu the colors of his brother. Paul J. 
Rainey, were at Washington after the close of the 
meeting at Pimlico, hilt some of them have been 
shipped to Tippah Farm in Mississippi and others 
will soon leave for the same place. In the shipment 
to go will Ik* the jumpers, T. S. Martin. Sanctus and 
King Castle, with De Muud, Horace E. aud a dozen 
others. It is the intention of Ed Peters, who han- 
dles the Rainey horses, to make up a string of 
seven to he campaigned at Santa Anita duriug the 
winter. 

USE OF EQUIPMENTS REGULATED. 

San Francisco. Oal., Novemlier 24. — As a result of 
the act of a valet in providing jockey Sweet with a 
whip on Jeanne d’Arc contrary to the, wishes and 
instructions of trainer Rolla Colston of the For- 
sythe Stable, Presiding Judge Hopper took measures 
to insure greater care in tbe carrying out of the 
rules regarding the equipment of the horses with 
whips, spurs and blinkers while racing over the 
Oakland track. Trainers will henceforth be re- 
quired to show consistency in the use of any and all 
of the equipments enumerated. 

Jeanne d’Arc never felt the sting of a whip In a 
race until Sweet gave her a cut in Saturday’s valu- 
able handicap, in which she finished second to Fitz 
Herbert. The filly swerved badiv under the punish- 
ment. and trainer Colston believes that she would 
have at least been closer up to the winner but for 
file unauthorized use of the whip. He was consid- 
erably stirred up over tlie matter and filed a com- 
plaint with Judge Hopper, in consequence of which 
an official order was issued! designed to prevent a 
repetition of the occurrence.

CLOSE OF FASIG-TIPTON SALE. 



Small Prices Mark the Second Day of the Sale — 
Corrigan's Auction Today. 



Lexington. Ky.. November 24. — The Fasig-Tipton 
Company’s ninth annual Kentucky sale of thorough- 
hnds was concluded this afternoon, and tomorrow 
the stallions, mares, weanlings and horses in training 
belonging to Edward Corrigan will be sold at the Cor 
rigan farm, six miles from this city, under the 
management of the Fasig-Tipton Company. The auc- 
tion today embraced 121 head, the greater number 
being without apparent individuality and not of 
attractive quality. The result was that the majority 
went to traders ami speculators at low prices, hut 
for as much, as tluey were worth, everything con- 
sidered. The aggregate today was $14,960. an av- 
crage of $123.70. The figures for the two days were 
216 head for $48,925, an average of $226.50. This, 
when compared with the average obtained at Col 
onel Milton Young’s dispersal sale a month ago. 
shows an increase of over $5o per head, and fully 
sustains the forecast made that the demand for 
thoroughbreds of good quality, as well as cheaper 
ones for trading purposes, is growing stronger daily.

one of the company their wish that Lord Rosel*ery 
would do them a f-avi»r.
